Subject  to  the  foregoing,  in  every  case  the  rate 
of  contribution  as  pre,scribed  in  Schedule  A  of  the 
“  Civil  Service  Superannuation  Act,”  shall  be  based 
on  the  attained  age  of  the  employee  at  the  time  the 
Act  first  applies.

"(1)  ‘Tank-truck  operator’  means  the  person 
who  operates  or  is  in  charge  of  a  tank- 
truck.” 

2.  Deleting  the  words  “  of  every  can  ”  after  the 
word  “aliquot”  in  Regulation  14. 

3.  Deleting  Regulation  16  and  inserting  in  its 
place  the  following  as  Regulation  16: — 

“  16.  (u)  Every  creamery  or  dairy  where  milk 
or  cream  is  bought  on  a  basis  of  butter-fat  content 
shall  have  a  test-room  or  place  for  testing  which 
can  be  effectively  shut  off  from  draught  or  cross¬ 
currents  of  air,  steam,  or  vapour  likely  to  interfere 
with  accurate  weighing  of  samples  or  the  main¬ 
taining  of  proper  temperatures.

“(ii)  A  level  table  or  shelf  of  ample  dimensions 
and  suitable  height  on  which  the  tester 
can  carry  out  his  operations  without  being 
hampered  or  crowded: 

“(iii)  A  rust-proof  tank  large  enough  to  accom¬ 
modate  twenty-four  sample-bottles  and 
convenient  to  hot-  and  cold-water  con¬ 
nections: 

“(iv)  A  sink  suitable  for  washing  sample-jars, 
test-bottles,  and  other  glassware  used  in 
testing: 

“(v)  Suitable  racks  for  holding  at  least  twenty- 
four  test-bottles. 

“(A)  Every  person  operating  a  creamery  or 
dairy  where  fluid  milk  is  purchased  on  a  basis  of 
its  butter-fat  content,  or  where  its  butter-fat  con¬ 
tent  is  a  factor  in  computing  the  value  of  the  milk, 
and  where  such  milk  is  received  in  containers  other 
than  tank-trucks,  shall  have  an  approved  receiving- 
tank  or  weigh-tank  into  which  each  patron’s  milk 
shall  be  emptied,  thoroughly  mixed,  and  a  .sample 
taken  immediately  therefrom.

“(2)  For  the  purpose  of  securing  a  representa¬ 
tive  sample,  every  farm  holding-tank  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  motor-driven  agitator  of  such 
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speed  and  design  as  to  provide  adequate  agitation 
without  splashing  or  eliurning  the  milk  to  restore 
uniformity  of  milk  fat  eontent  throughout  the  tank 
within  three  minutes  of  starting. 

"(3)  All  farm  holding-tanks  shall  he  so  eon- 
structerl  that  aeeuiate  measurements  of  the  con- 
tents  may  he  made  at  one  point  in  the  tank  hy 
means  of  a  measuring  deviee  approved  hy  the 
Department. 

"(4)  Farm  holding-tanks  shall  he  firmly  anehored 
to  the  floor  to  prevent  any  movement  likely  to 
interfere  with  the  aeeuraey  of  measurement,  and 
no  SLieh  tank  shall  he  moved  vertieally  or  horizon¬ 
tally  except  hy  peiniission  of  and  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  a  Dairy  Inspector.  The  floor  shall  he 
so  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete  as  to  with¬ 
stand  any  settling  or  heaving  likely  to  alfeet  the 
level  of  the  tank. 

"(5)  (i)  All  measuring-rods  used  to  measure 
milk  in  farm  holding-tanks  shall  he  of  stainless 
steel  or  such  other  material  as  may  he  approved 
hy  the  Minister,  and  shall  he  graduated  in  inches 
and  fractions  of  an  inch. 

“(ii)  Graduation  marks  shall  he  plainly  milled 
or  stamped  in  inches,  half-inches,  quarter-inches, 
and  eighth-inches. 

“(iii)  In  addition  to  the  graduations  specified  in 
suhclause  (ii),  all  measuring-rods  used  in  farm 
holding-tanks  of  over  five  hundred  gallons  capacity 
shall  he  graduated  in  sixteenth-inches. 

“(iv)  Graduation  marks  designating  quarter- 
inches  shall  he  twice  the  length  of  those  designating 
eighth-inches,  and  marks  designating  half-inches 
shall  he  twenty-five  per  cent  longer  than  those 
designating  quarter-inches.  Marks  designating 
inches  shall  have  the  appropriate  numerals  stamped 
opposite  and  in  line  with  the  mark. 

“(v)  Numerals  designating  inches  scribed  on 
measuring-rods  shall  he  from  bottom  to  top. 

“(vi)  There  shall  be  posted  on  the  wall  of  the 
dairy  wherever  a  farm  holding-tank  is  installed  a 
chart  showing  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  of  the 
tank,  the  serial  number  of  the  tank,  and  a  scale  of 
inches  representing  those  shown  on  the  measuring- 
rod  and  with  space  opposite  these  figures  for  insert¬ 
ing  the  number  of  pounds  of  milk  represented  by 
measurement  and  calibrated  by  an  inspector  of 
weights  and  measures,  or  by  a  person  specially 
qualified  to  calibrate  holding-tanks.  The  exact 
location  of  the  farm  holding-tank  in  the  dairy  shall 
be  shown  on  the  chart.  This  chart  shall  be  kept 
under  a  transparent  cover  and  protected  from 
moisture. 

“(vii)  Each  farm  holding-tank  shall  be  per¬ 
manently  marked  at  the  gauge  point  where  the 
measuring-rod  was  inserted  for  calibration,  and 
all  measurements  of  milk  shall  be  taken  at  this 
point. 

“(viii)  The  measuring-rod  shall  be  fixed  in  a 
holder  at  the  gauge  point  on  the  inside  wall  of  the 
tank  so  that  the  maximum  swing  of  the  rod  at  the 
lower  end  shall  not  exceed  the  following;  Three- 
quarters  of  an  inch  for  a  rod  thirty  inches  or  less 
in  length;  one  and  one-quarter  inches  for  a  rod 
over  thirty  inches  but  under  sixty  inches  in  length; 
one  and  one-half  inches  for  a  rod  over  sixty  inches 
in  length. 

“(6)  Tank-truck  Operators. — Every  person  who 
transfers  milk  from  a  farm  holding-tank  to  a  tank- 
truck  shall  be  the  holder  of  a  special  certificate 
endorsed  by  a  Dairy  Inspector  in  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  stating  that  he  has  successfully 
passed  an  examination  in  the  care  and  handling  of 
milk  and  is  qualified  to  take  such  samples  as  are 
required  and  to  determine  the  grade  of  milk  in  so 
far  as  a  sensory  examination  will  permit. 

“(7)  Measuring  and  Sampling.  —  Every  tank- 
truck  operator  shall; — 

“(i)  Before  transferring  any  milk  from  a  farm 
holding-tank  to  a  tank-truck,  remove  the 
measuring-rod  and  wipe  it  clean  with 
fresh  tissue  or  paper  towel; 

“(ii)  Reinsert  the  rod  in  the  milk  at  the  gauge 
point,  withdraw  the  rod,  read  and  record 
the  measurement  of  milk  as  indicated  by 
the  surface  line; 


“(iii)  Cause  the  milk  to  be  agitated  for  not  less 
than  one  and  one-half  minutes  and  take 
a  composite  sample  of  not  less  than  four 
ounces  made  up  of  samples  of  equal  size 
from  each  end  and  the  middle  of  the 
tank ; 

"(iv)  Store  the  sample  in  a  tightly  stoppered 
approved  container  at  a  temperature 
above  freezing  and  below  50°  F.  for 
delivery  to  the  test-room  of  the  dairy  to 
which  the  milk  is  consigned: 

“(v)  Take  such  other  .samples  as  are  required; 

“(vi)  Read  and  record  the  temperature  of  the 
milk  in  the  tank; 

“(vii)  File  with  the  owner  of  the  milk  a  copy 
of  the  record  showing  the  date  of  pick-up, 
the  measurement  in  inches  and  fractions 
thereof,  the  weight  in  pounds  as  shown 
by  the  chart,  and  the  temperature  of  the 
milk : 

“(viii)  If  he  finds  milk  in  a  farm  holding-tank 
which,  in  his  opinion,  would  be  detri¬ 
mental  to  the  quality  of  milk  in  the  tank- 
truck  or  to  be  placed  in  the  tank-truck, 
notify  the  owner  of  his  decision  and  leave 
the  milk  in  the  farm  holding-tank. 

“(J)  (i)  No  person  shall  purchase  a  farm 
holding-tank  for  milk  or  a  tank-truck  for  hauling 
or  transferring  milk  without  first  obtaining  a 
written  permit  from  the  Minister. 

“(ii)  Farm  holding-tanks  and  tank-trucks  shall 
conform  to  3a  Sanitary  Standards  as  formulated  by 
the  International  Association  of  Milk  and  Food 
Sanitarians,  Incorporated,  United  States  Public 
Health  Service  and  the  Dairy  Industry  Committee. 

“(e)  Where  existing  milk-houses  are  to  be  used 
or  remodelled  for  the  housing  of  farm  holding- 
tanks,  plans  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Minister 
showing  the  location  in  relation  to  other  buildings, 
the  floor  area,  the  height  of  ceiling,  the  location  of 
doors,  windows,  plumbing,  floor  drains,  hose-port, 
ventilators,  the  proposed  position  of  the  farm 
holding-tank,  and  the  location  of  other  equipment 
installed  or  to  be  installed  in  the  building.  This 
information  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  requirements 
of  section  4  of  the  Act. 

“(/)  Specifications  for  a  milk-house  in  which  a 
farm  holding-tank  is  installed  shall  include  a  mini¬ 
mum  area  of  twelve  feet  by  fourteen  feet  for  tanks 
rated  at  three  hundred  gallons  capacity,  and  pro¬ 
portionately  larger  for  larger  tanks,  reinforced- 
concrete  floor  with  a  gradient  of  not  less  than  one- 
quarter  inch  to  one  foot  to  the  drain.  All  drains 
shall  be  four  inches  or  more  in  diameter  and 
properly  trapped.  All  walls  shall  be  of  concrete 
construction  for  at  least  four  feet  above  the  floor 
(concrete  blocks  permitted).  All  walls  shall  be 
sealed  with  a  water-proof  seal.  Ventilation  and 
light  shall  be  adequate,  including  an  electric-light 
outlet  directly  over  each  holding-tank.  The  hose- 
port  shall  be  fitted  with  a  self-closing  trap-door. 
The  main  door  shall  be  self-closing  and  large 
enough  for  a  tank  to  pass  through,  or  a  removable 
portion  of  a  wall  may  be  used  for  this  purpose. 
There  shall  be  a  reinforced-concrete  slab  equipped 
with  suitable  drainage  and  large  enough  to  accom¬ 
modate  a  tank-truck  on  the  loading  side  of  the 
milk-house.  This  concrete  slab  shall  extend  to  and 
be  coved  at  the  foundation  wall  beneath  the  hose- 
port.  All  windows  shall  be  screened  with  galva¬ 
nized  or  copper  screens. 

“(^)  Equipment  and  services  in  a  milk-house  in 
which  a  farm  holding-tank  is  installed  shall  include 
double  wash-sinks  with  mixing-taps  supplying  hot 
and  cold  water;  a  hot-water  tank  of  not  less  than 
thirty  gallons  capacity  or  an  adequate  supply  of 
stearn  from  a  steam-boiler  in  a  separate  room; 
a  dairy  hose  connected  to  mixing-valves  and  long 
enough  to  use  for  rinsing  the  tank;  a  hand-basin 
with  faucets  supplying  hot  and  cold  water;  soap 
and  paper  towels  in  dispensers;  a  cabinet  for  milk 
records.  All  wash-tanks  and  hand-basins  shall  be 
connected  to  the  underground  drains  and  properly 
trapped. 

“(/;)  A  minimum  of  two  feet  clearance  shall  be 
provided  between  the  sides  of  the  tank  and  any 
wall  of  the  milk-house,  and  adequate  additional 
space  allowed  for  normal  milk-house  operations. 
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“(()  Where  a  surface  cooler  is  used  apart  from 
the  holding-tank,  it  shall  be  mounted  at  least  two 
feet  from  the  tank  and  shall  have  a  clearance  of 
at  least  thirty  inches  between  the  top  of  the  pour¬ 
ing-tank  and  the  ceiling. 

“(/■)  Portable  coolers  shall  not  be  located  or 
used  directly  over  the  farm  holding-tank. 

“(A)  Farm  holding-tanks  or  tank  outlets  shall 
not  be  located  directly  over  or  close  to  floor 

drains.”  . 

4.  Inserting  after  the  word  “  milk-tester’s  ’  m  the 
first  line  of  Regulation  5  the  words  “  or  for  a 
milk-grader’s,”  and  after  the  word  “  milk-tester’s  ” 
in  the  fourth  line  the  words  “  a  milk-grader’s.” 

5.  Deleting  Regulations  10  and  11  and  inserting 
the  following  as  Regulations  10  and  II: — 

“  Examination  of  Applicants  for 
Milk-graders’  Licences 

"  10.  The  examination  for  a  milk-grader’s  licence 
shall  consist  of  a  laboratory  exercise  and  a  written 
test  of  the  knowledge  of  the  applicant,  and  in  every 
case  shall  include  a  practical  demonstration  by  the 
applicant  of  his  ability  to  grade  milk.  The  written 
test  shall  extend  over  a  three-hour  period,  in  which 
the  applicant  shall  be  required  to  answer  a  series 
of  questions  on  the  grading  of  milk  and  shall  in¬ 
clude  questions  on  the  sampling  of  milk  for  various 
quality  tests  and  for  butter-fat  tests.  The  practical 
demonstration  shall  extend  over  a  three-hour  period 
and  shall  consist  of  actual  grading  of  milk  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  standards  prescribed  herein  and  of  the 
taking  of  samples  for  quality  and  other  tests  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  the  regulations 
in  force  thereunder  relating  to  milk-graders  and 
grading. 

“II.  Every  milk-grader’s  licence  shall  expire  on 
the  first  day  of  January  next  following  the  date  of 
issue,  and  shall  be  in  the  form  following: — 
Milk-grader’s  Licence

of  British  Columbia,  having  successfully  passed  the  pre¬ 
scribed  milk-grader’s  examination,  is  licensed  to  perform  the 
duties  of  a  milk-grader  within  the  said  Province  until  the  1st 
day  of  January  next,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Creameries  and  Dairies  Regulation  Act,”  and  amendments 
thereto  and  the  regulations  in  force  thereunder.

“(2)  Milk  received  in  tank-trucks  shall  be  ex¬ 
amined  in  the  farm  holding-tank  before 
transferring  to  a  tank-truck: 

“(3)  The  examination  carried  out  under  clauses 
(1)  and  (2)  of  this  regulation  shall  be  for 
undesirable  or  objectionable  flavours  or 
odours  and  for  physical  defects  such  as 
visible  butter  granules,  evidence  of  blood 
infusion,  insects  or  other  vermin,  coagula¬ 
tion  of  casein,  a  frozen  or  partly  frozen 
condition,  melted  fat,  or  objectionable 
matter  of  any  description: 

“(4)  Any  milk  that,  after  proper  examination 
by  a  grader,  does  not  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  for  the  standard  for  milk  for  fluid 
trade  prescribed  by  these  regulations  shall 
be  set  aside  for  manufacturing  purposes  or 
shall  be  returned  to  the  producer: 

"(5)  In  addition  to  any  examinations  made 
according  to  clauses  (I)  and  (2)  of  this 
regulation,  every  person  who  purchases 


milk  which,  after  pasteurization,  is  to  be 
used  for  fluid  trade  shall  at  least  once 
during  each  half-monthly  butter-fat  test 
period  take  samples  from  each  producer’s 
milk  and  shall  test  such  samples  for  sedi¬ 
ment  content,  and  for  Resazurin  reduction 
time: 

“(6)  If  samples  taken  according  to  clause  (5) 
of  this  regulation  show  that  the  milk  tested 
does  not  conform  to  the  standard  pre¬ 
scribed  by  these  regulations  for  raw  milk 
to  be  pasteurized  for  fluid  trade,  the  person 
who  purchases  milk  for  such  purpose  shall 
notify  the  producer  of  the  milk  of  the 
result  of  the  tests  and  that  further  tests 
will  be  made  within  seven  days.  The 
person  who  purchases  milk  for  pasteurizing 
shall  take  further  samples  within  seven 
days,  and  the  results  of  the  tests  of  such 
samples  shall  be  used  to  determine  the 
classification  of  all  the  milk  purchased 
from  that  producer  during  the  half-monthly 
test  period  for  which  the  test  was  made. 

“  Standard  for  Raw  Milk  for  Pasteurizing 
FOR  Fluid  Trade 

“  20b.  Raw  milk  to  be  pasteurized  and  used  for 
fluid  trade  shall  include  any  lot  of  milk  which  is 
non-frozen,  sweet  and  clean  in  flavour  and  odour, 
and  suitable  for  household  use  and  have  none  of 
the  physical  defects  listed  under  clause  (3)  of 
Regulation  20a.  The  sediment  test  shall  be  not 
more  than  is  indicated  by  '  fair  ’  or  ‘  fairly  clean  ’ 
on  the  standard  sediment  comparator.  The  reduc¬ 
tion  time  to  pink  (PRP  7/8,  Munsell  colour  stand¬ 
ard)  on  the  Resazurin  test  shall  be  more  than 
three  hours  when  incubated  at  35.5°  to  35.7°  C., 
and  the  test  otherwise  made  according  to  ‘  Standard 
Method  for  the  Examination  of  Dairy  Products  ’ 
latest  edition. 

“  20c.  All  milk  which  has  been  rejected  and  is 
to  be  returned  to  the  producer  from  whom  it  was 
received  shall  be  coloured  by  means  of  a  harmless 
edible  dye  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  written 
statement  as  to  the  reason  for  rejection.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  .shall  order  to 
the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.
